Therefore, let us imme­ 
diately furnish that which is lack 
ing, another pump of sufficient ca­ 
pacity, a pump large enough to do 
the work alone, and retain the old 
pumps for an emergency by enlarg­ 
ing the old pumping station, lf nec­ 
essary, to accommodate 
the 
new 
pump, as I believe we have suffi­ 
cient ground adjoining the station. 
I do not believe in a filtering plant. 
or sediment basins, nor do I take 
stock in chemically treated water for 
the city of La 
erose. 
Our people 
would not nse it for drinking pur­ 
poses, ss we are fortunate to have 
something better, in our natural sup­ 
ply from our family pumps. Let us 
save the money that a filtering plant. 
or a line of sediment basins would 
cost, and simply lay a large intake 
pipe across the river into Pettibone 
Park Lagoon, where we can. with a 
comparatively small outlay of mo­ 
ney, have an increasing supply of 
clear, if not pure, water, aa the old 
Father of Waters will at all times 
send back from the foot of the island 
just as much water as we take out 
of the lagoon, and it seems reason­ 
able, as a writer of an article a few 
days ago claimed, that by flowback 
of the water nearly a half mite, we 
would 
have no use for 
sediment 
basins in or near the lagoon. The 
well and reservoir plan has been my 
choice for years, but if there la any 
doubt as to a sufficient and perma­ 
nent supply of water, I surrender, 
and offer 
my 
hearty support to 
something better.

~ COUNTY OPTION. 


Right in line with these other effort* to provide ample governmen­ 
tal machinery for ascertaining and enforcing the will of the m ajority 
Is the proposition to give the people of each county the right to say 
for themselves w hether or not they want saloons in their county. 
Now, we who advocate county option look upon it as an instru­ 
ment for ascertaining and enforcing the will of the m ajority on the 
liquor question. 
We are advocating a square deal for every man who 
lives within, the sphere of influence of the saloon. 
We demand th at 
the people of each county, if they choose to exercise it, shall have 
the right to vote on the question of licensing saloons in that county. 
COUNTY IS TAX UNIT. 
The county is the tax unit. 
Every taxpayer in the county must 
contribute to the support of the county government. 
He m ust contri­ 
bute to the m aintenance of the courts, the jails, the 
poorhouses and 
the insane asylums. 
The saloons add to the cost of m aintaining all 
* 
these institutions. 
The license which the saloon pays goes only to the 
city or village where the saloon is located. 
This license money may 
help to repair sidewalks, but it does 
not 
help to 
m aintain 
the 
courts, the jails, the poorhouses and the asylums. 
These 
are county 
institutions and m ust be m aintained by a county tax. 
And every tax­ 
payer in the county is compelled by law to help support these institu­ 
tions. 
Hence advocates of county option contend th at as a mere m at­ 
ter of justice in taxation every taxpayer in the county is entitled to a 
voice in the final decision as to whether or not saloons shall be licens­ 
ed in th a t county. 
The county is also the unit of law enforcement. 
The city at­ 
torney and the police may enforce the city ordinance, but it Is un 
to the district attorney and the sheriff to enforce the state laws. 
It Is 
impossible to go far into a discussion of the 
liquor issue 
without 
sooner or later considering the proposition of law enforcement. 
The division 
of 
authority between city and county officials is 
often a source of sore vexation. 
The mere fact th a t the duty of en­ 
forcing the law is divided between two sets of officials, each set an- 
swerable and responsible to the people of 
different 
political 
units, 
creates a tendency toward laxness of adm inistration. 
LIQUOR INTEREST OPPOSITION. 
It is a part of the history of the liquor traffic in this and every 
other country, th at the liquor interests have opposed each proposition 
offered for the regulation of the traffic. 
If the liquor interests have 
been defeated and the new plan of regulation has been put into ef­ 
fect, Immediately there has arisen a fight over the enforcement of 
the law. 
And so it was as a solution of the question of law enforcement 
th a t county option was urged by those who had 
tired of being de­ 
prived of the fruits of their victories at the polls by city and village 
officials who yield to the influenceof the brewer In politics. 
Exper­ 
ience with county option in other states has shown 
th a t there Is a 
more satisfactory enforcem ent of law when the county officials know 
the sentim ent of the people who elected them and when there is no 
question in the minds of the citisens as to just what officials are 
to be held responsible. 
County option la an Issue In Wisconsin 
because It 
was forced 
upon the people by the brewers. 
W hen, in the course of the growth of. this sentiment, the advo­ 
cates of a more strict regulation, profiting by their experience, voiced 
a demand th a t the question of license or no license should be submit­ 
ted to a vote of all the people living in a county. Instead of being sub­ 
mitted merely to a vote of people of town, villages or cities, the liquor 
interests saw a t once the effectiveness of such a proposition. 
Then it was th at they decided to inaugurate a campaign to elect 
members of the legislature whom they could control. 
BREWERY DOMINATION. 
W ith the brewers attem pting to throttle the natural growth of 
moral sentim ent, with the brewers attem pting to control the legislature, 
and with the brewers denying the people an opportunity to vote on 
the liquor question, Is it any wonder th at county option is a political 
issue? 
The brewers have opposed every forward step In regulation, and 
have yielded to public sentim ent only when It would have been suicide 
not to 
yield. 
The opposed 
township option. 
They opposed high li­ 
cense. 
They opposed district option. 
They opposed 
the hill to keep - 
saloons 3 00 feet away from schoolhouses. 
They now talk of a “ more strict regulation.” 
Certainly it is not 
for the iiquor interests to say what this regulation shall be. 
Th© Influence of the saloon extends from the 
city or village in 
which it exists, out into the country for many miles. 
If this were not true you would not hear the liquor Interests mak­ 
ing the argum ent th at to take thesaloon out 
of the city 
drives the 
farm ers' trade to some other point. 
This loss of farm ers’ trade Is one 
of the principal argum ents put forth by the brewery interests in their 
local license campaigns. 
By arg u in g th at “the farm er must have hts 
beer” the brewers adm it th a t the influence of the saloon extends be­ 
yond the limits of the city where it is located, and far out into the 
country districts. 
If we are to be consistent In our Ideals of m ajority rule, we must 
adm it th a t all the people living within a county have a right to a 
vote in the final decision aa to w hether saloons shall exist in that 
county. 
RIGHTS OF INDIVIDUALS. 
Tnder county option the saloons could not be abolished In any 
county unless a m ajority of the voters of th a t particular county de­ 
cided they do not w ant saloons. 
County option meuas a chance to vote. 
County option means majority role. 
County option la a method of regulation. 
It 
I# 
a 
method of 
handling the license question, a method of deciding where the saloon 
shall exist. 
SPECIAL PRIVILEGE FIGHT. 
Wisconsin has been the leader of all the states in the fight against 
special privilege and against the domination of government 
by large 
interests. 
Wisconsin earned its leadership in this stru g g le because the peo­ 
ple of this state could see clearly the definite, specific wrongs which 
they suffered. 
The great battle a gain st railroad domination was a long time in 
taking shape, and it had many phases. 
For several years 
there was 
general agitation. 
There were bitter complaints 
against the 
over­ 
weening influence of theae corporations In politics and in government. 
There were serious charges th a t the railroads did not pay their share 
of the taxes. 
And there were vigorous protests against the discrim­ 
ination in railroad rates and' general denunciation of the practice of 
rebating.

The great fight in Wisconsin was for the restoration 
of repre­ 
sentative government, to make government serve the people as a whole 
and not special interests.

Railroad domination has been supplanted by brewery 
domination.

Then we beheld a sort of double - barreled 
hush - whacking. 
Through an organization posing aa a 
personal llbertr league candidates 
from coroner to United States senator were asked to state their position 
on the liquor question. 
Any who larked the courage to reply were threat­ 
ened with the opposition of the brewers’ organization the same as were 
those who had the roil rage to say th at they favored county option or any 
other advanced programme for legnlating the liquor traffic. 
It did not make any difference to the personal liberty league wheth­ 
er you were a candidate for the legislature a candidate for coroner or a 
candidate for the United States senate. 
The brewers and the persona] 
liberty 
league attempted to defeat more than one candidate for congress 
in Wisconsin. 
They fought the nomination of I. L. Lenroot in the Elev­ 
enth district and employed every means they contd devise to encompass 
his defeat. 
Mr. I>>nroot is not the only man who ran for congress In 
1908 who was opposed by the brewers. 
W hat they tried but failed to do to Mr. Lenroot, they actually did 
do to Henry F. Cochems of Milwaukee. 
Both Mr. Lenroot and 
Mr. 
CochemB must know this quite as well as do the brewers. 
Did the brewers stop at congressmen? 
No. 
They demanded even pf 
the candidates for the I nited States senate an expression on the liquor 
question. 
The question was put to every 
candidate in writing. 
Those 
who did not see fit to answer this impertinent question were treated by 
the personal liberty league just as though they had openly declared in 
favor of prohibition. 


' 
WRITTEN PLEDGE DEMAND. " ~ 


The bush-whacking campaign which was waged in 1908 for members 
of the legislature was resumed in the early stages of the present canvass. 
Always armed with the threat of opposition, the brewers attem pted 
to 
quietly secure from candidates a secret pledge against county option. In 
some districts where temperance sentim ent might be strong, but slum­ 
bering, efforts were made to put into the field candidates who m ight pose 
as Independent, high-minded citizens, but who in reality had given secret 
pledges to stand by the brewers. 
These tactics were followed 
in 
dis­ 
tricts w’here the personal liberty league was not strong. 
This is where 
the double barreled bush-whacking comes in; in some 
districts 
obnox­ 
iously open demands were made by the personal liberty league, and 
in 
other districts perniciously secret alliances were exacted by the brewers. 
In Milwaukee they might support a Social Democrat; in Prairie du 
Chien they might elect a Bourbon democrat; in Superior they might make 
an alliance with a Progressive, and in M arinette with a Stalwart. They ap­ 
proach all candidates of all parties. They would control the nomination in 
all parties if they could, and then support for election the candidate on 
whom they could most safely rely. 
The brewers have not always chosen 
the best men. 
They seem to have had a preference for men who could 
be controlled on any and all m atters. 
Control Is what they have sought. 
SEEKING CONTROL. 


They have attempted to secure the large degrees of control, hut if un­ 
successful In this, they have been willing to accept a sm aller degree—-but 
always seeking control. 
Many inexperienced, but honest men, making 
their first ventures In politics, have been caught in the brewers* snare, 
and in the end have yielded their independence and manhood to the in­ 
sidious wiles of the brewery lobby. 
BREWERY IN LEGISLATURE. 


The brewery lobby was particularly obnoxious. The registered lobby­ 
ists spent many thousands of dollars in Madison during the session of 
1909. The brewers controlled absolutely about 16 members of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Through pressure they were able to bring to bear, they controlled 
still others. 
The influence of the brewery lobby, however, did not end with the 
defeat of the county option law. The log rolling bee resulted in the de­ 
feat of the Milwaukee home rule bills, the binder twine bill, and I ven­ 
ture to say a score of other bills more or less im portant, to say nothing 
of some bad ones that were passed. It is not necessary at this time to 
consider the m erits of these bills. 
In this connection it is only import­ 
ant to know that the brewery lobby was tending to other things than its 
own business. 
PERNICIOUS LOG ROLLING. 


Like the railroad lobby It supplanted, the brewers sought to become 
a sort of clearing bouse and did business at Madison like a huge depart­ 
ment store issuing trading stamps with every vote. 
Controlling absolute­ 
ly about sixteen votes the brewers could, on a trade, determine the fate 
of any legislation concerning which there was anything approaching an 
equal division of sentiment. In these trades, they had no convictions as 
to principles. 
They could be either fo r or against any bill not affecting their own 
interests. They cared not how im portant the measure m ight be. 
They 
didn’t give a rap whether a bill was beneficial- or vicious. 
Their only 
concern was about the number of votes they could get in return. 
We have in this state what is known as the Direct Legislation league 
which advocates an amendment to our 
constitution 
providing 
for the 
Initiative and referendum. 
How can you hope to put such a proposition 
through the legislature until first you have compelled the breweries to 
get out of politics? 
The performances of the brewery lobby in the last 
two 
sessions 
ought to be sufficient to convince any one that before there can be any 
further progress in this state the brewers m ust be driven out of poli­ 
tics. 
The only published speech which thus far has been made in Wiscon­ 
sin this year against county option was made before the men’s club of a 
Milwaukee church by a young lawyer who announced In his first speech 
th at though he was supposed to discuss county option, he purposed to 
start right in on prohibition. 
And he did. 
BEFOGGING THE ISSUE. 


I would not want to charge Mr. McGee with wilfully attem pting to 
befog the issue, or to misrepresent the serious purpose of the thousands 
of earnest people who advocate county option. 
Mr. McGee simply made 
the mistake of talking about something he knew nothing about. 
Surely Mr. McGee will adm it, after reading and reflection that there 
Is some difference between prohibiting the manufacture of beer and a 
proposition to give to the people of a county the right to vote on license. 
Now that his attention has been called to the matter, I don’t believe 
he will make the same mistake again. 
That man who would approach this question dispassionately will see 
at once the necessity for first dividing this discussion into two parts for 
the sake of reaching and preserving a clear understanding of the prob­ 
lem. 
Th# economic questions, taxation, the uses to be made of 
license 
moneys, etc., are m atters for the people of a county to weigh before they 
vote on the question of license or no 
license. 
Different 
communities 
place different estimates on the relative value of money and morals. 
The economic phases of county option are properly up for discus­ 
sion only when the counties are preparing to vote on the question of li­ 
cense or no license. 
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QUESTION AT ISSUE. 


The question before the people of the state Is whether the saloon 
shall exist In any partirains comity, It Is not a an sation of revenge, It is 
a question of how much harm the saloon dose. 
It took the people of Wisconsin thirty years to drive the railroads 
out of politics. Sooner or later these things became unbearably obnox­ 
ious. 
The only thing we propose is to pass a law which will give every vot­ 
er In each county an opportunity to say whether 
that 
county shall 
have saloons. 
The important question In this campaign Is not saloons or no sa­ 
loons. 
It is not primarily a question of option In any, form, local, dis­ 
trict, or county. .Shall the brewer control ear Hats, or shell we hove a 
free, uncontrolled legislature assembled for tho purpose of enacting into 
law the w il of tho majesty ?
